(3) A corner kick is given. The 
kicker removes corner flag; is cau- 
tioned, and continues to remove 
flag; is ordered off the field. How 
is game continued? Does another 
player take the corner kick, or is 
the ball: dropped to re-start, or is 
a free kick given against the at- 
iackers? 


(4) The goal-keeper has time to 
get rid of ball; but instead lies on 
same.
